Without comment- 
ing upon the grounds or terms of the 
motion, I do not agree with its justice. 


"I wish to say in view of the fact that 


as that motion of such a nature has been 
made and is now a matter of record, I do 
not desire to remain a member of the club, 
whatever may be tbe result. 


"I therefore beg that you will lay my 


resignation before the club, a course 
which will probably be approved by a 
majority of its members. 


"I remain faithfully,

Looted WM'e the Millionaire

Thieves entered the resi- 
dence of Jacob Dettmer, Prospect Park 
west, while the family were at supper 
early last evening and secured nine pieces 
of jewelry valued at nearly |4,000. They 
escaped without leaving a cine. From 
the manner in which the robbery was 
committed it was no doubt a theft care- 
fully planned. The thief, or thieves, evi- 
dently knew just where to look for the 
booty they were after and went directly 
to where it was. 


The robbers selected only the best arti- 


cles, leaving the less valuable trinkets be- 
hind. Mr. Dettmer is vice-president of the 
People's Trust company, and is a very 
wealthy man. His home is a handsome 
stone structure and faces Prospect park, 
which is in the heart of one of the most 
aristocratic sections of Brooklyn. 


The family went down stairs to supper 


shortly after 6 o'clock last night. Some 
time between that hour and 8 o'clock the 
robbery waa committed. The tbieves, it 


is thought, entered the house by opening 
a front door with skeleton keys. They 
then went up stairs to the third floor, en- 
tered the best room, occupied by Mrs. St. 
John Wood, Mr. Dettmer's daughter. The 
room was in the front of the house. They 
did not ransack the closets, bureaus or 
drawers, but went right to the place 
where the valuables of Mrs. Wood were 
kept. The jewels were in a small casket 
in an upper drawer of the dresser. 


After securing their booty the thieves 


left the house, not by the front door, but 
by a more dangerous mode of exit. 
A 


large house adjoins. Mr. Dettmer's resi- 
dence. A scaffolding on the front walls 
projects a few feet from the windows of

Muddy footprints on 


the carpets and the wood work of the 
window indicated that the thieves, after 
looting the jewelry casket, stood on the 
window ledge and by grasping the scaf- 
folding with their hands, swung them- 
selves out across the space and then 
climbed down to the ground.

The results already obtained by 
Woodward's lamp make it seem probable 
that with a high current, say 50,000 volts, 
instantaneous photographs may be taken.

at Last Known.

FREEDOM. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


HAVANA, Feb. 27.—The contents and 


purpose of Captain-General Weyler's im- 
portant and long anticipated proclama- 
tion is today known. It is not officially 
published yet here or elsewhere but will 
be proclaimed shortly. It's substance is 
as follows: 


General Weyler allows all the "rebels" 


in the provinces of Pinar del Rio and Ha- 
vana, fifteen days from the date of the 
proclamation in which to lay down their 
arms and surrender to the authorities. 
Those who do so will not be subject to 
punishment or molestation. 


But all the insurgents who do not sur- 


render and submit within tbat period 
will be treated as bandits and outlaws. 


Detachments of civil guards, reenforced 


by the civil guards of the provinces of 
Santiago de Cuba and of Porto Principe, 
have orders to form lists of their respec- 
tive towns that the property owners may 
be known. Then all those who have 
taken part in the revolt or who have aided 
the insurgent raids will have their prop- 
erty confiscated. 


Towns in the western part of the island 


are authorized to organize a system of 
guerilla warfare, and all office holders 
who have a leave of absence will be re- 
relieved of office within eight days after 
the date of the proclamation if they have 
not returned to their posts. 


Petroleum and other inflammable arti- 


cles cannot be sold in the small ungar- 
risoned towns after the date of the procla- 
mation. 


That is the substance of the forthcom- 


ing proclamation. 
It means relentless 


butchery, probably, of all the patriot sol- 
diers captured and destruction or depri- 
vation of all the patriots' and their 
friends' belongings. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Cuba 
has 


friends in Washington. Today congress 
has taken action that may gladden every 
Cuban patriot heart, despite the terrors 
tbat may be contained in the bloody Wey- 
ler's forthcoming proclamation. 


The Cuban resolution, made the special 


order for today, was taken up in the house 
and the committee on foreign relations re- 
ported. That report was greeted with 
loud cheers. 


The committee adopted the concurrent 


resolution declaring it to be the sense of 
congress that a state of war exists and 
that the Cuban insurgents should be given 
the full rights of belligerents and that the 
government should use its influence to 
stop the \var, and, if necessary, by inter- 
vention and the pledged support of con- 
gress. 


This means that the lower house of con- 


gress is ready to declare for Cuba so far as 
international law will permit, and to give 
tbe Cuban insurgents just the rights which 
General Weyler is to deny them and to 
hang them for not having.

TO BE TRIED FOR TREASON, 


Millionaire Spreakles' Son Leaves for 


Honolulu Where a Charge of 


Treason Awaits

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—A special despatch 


from San Francisco says: Rudolph Sprec- 
kles, tbe youngest son of Claus Spreckles, 
sailed for Honolulu by steamer City of 
Pekin. His mission, it is said, is to face 
President Dole and his cabinet, by whom 
he is charged with treason against the 
Hawaian government. 
The charge of 


treason was preferred against Spreckles 
by Dole after the Hawaian uprising a year 


ago. He was accused of supplying the 
revolutionists with arms and funds.

Honolulu that Rudolph 


Spreckles was enroute to the capital on a 
PaciBc lineship. When the vessel arrived 
at Honolulu a detail of soldiers went 
aboard to search for the young million- 
aire, but failed to find him. He had 
arranged to make the trip but altered his 
intentions the day the steamer sailed. 
With such a serious crime hanging over 
his head, it was believed that Spreckles 
would not return to Hawaiih soil. His 
unexpected departure causes consterna- 
t,on; among his friends.

c oubtedly be arrested upon the arrival of 
the steamer and will have to stand (rial.

laws written in our members are as sa- 
cred and binding as the moral kv.\s gi\en 
on Mt. Sinai. Moral and physical laws 
are so interwoven, so interdependent,tbat 
perfect obedience ot cither clas.s invohes 
the obedience of the other. The violation 
of any one of God's laws is, in a more or 
less decree, the violation of all. High 
character depends in a, large degree on 
obedience to the laws of the body. "Know 
ye not that your body is the temple of 


God, 
and that the temple of God is holy, 


which temple ye are?" 


I shall base my brief suggestions on the 


decalogue of physical laws given by our 
Miss Willard.

This command involves the whole sub- 


ject of dress, an all-important one in its 
bearings on health, character and in- 
fluence. Of late years much time and 
talent have been spent on dress reform. 
Many valuable results have been achieved, 
better standards have been gained and 
the development of a costume combining 
in a high degree both health and beauty, 
is in the near future. Already underwear 
and footwear beyond improvement for 
health and comfort are found in market. 
Bands about the waist are discarded;

Let us, white-ribboners, add to our good 
works by setting the example of saort 
skirtg lorwa'king.

If such a train 
is put on, as seems probable, it will un- 
doubtedly be so timed as to connect with 
the Harlem express at Pittsfleld, giving us 
practically a through express service be- 
tween New York and North Adams. 


A few weeks ago the TRANSCRIPT started

Tact that the article had all the brilliancy 
if a diamond, Mr. Chilson made up his 
mind that it would pay to investigate. 
The thing ceased to be used by the 
children as a plaything 
and

ihown to Jeweler 
Barnes of 
this 


ity. Mr. Barnes 
did not 
attempt 


o tell what it was. He said the 
form was that of a rough diamond and 
hat nothing of the kind is found in this 
country east of the Rocky mountains. 
The owner concluded that the object was 
f no value, but one day a friend who was 
looking at it said he would like to see how 
it would work on glass. It was tried and 
[bund to cut glass as pertectly as any dia- 
mond in the world. 


Alter thinking it over for awhile Mr. 
hilson resolved to ascertain the true 
character of the article and it was sent to 
New York for examination by experts, 
t has bean in that city for some time, but 
the owner has not yet been informed as 
:o the result of the investigation. He ex- 
pects, however, to get a decision soon and 
to have the article home again. 


Should this prove to be a diamond that 


rock in Mr. Chilson's yard will have been 
he best "pay rock" ever found in this 
country. But Mr. Chilson does not allow 
himself to become at all elated or ex- 
cited. He does not claim the article to be 
worth a cent except as a curiosity. The 
stone, or whatever it may be, is larger 
than a butternut, and tbe discover real- 
izes that if it proves to be a diamond it 
will place him beyond the need of doing 
any more farming unless he chooses to. 


The place on which the article was 
bund is a short distance beyond the Five 
Roads, on the road running by the old 
Kimball place. The farm was bought 
forty-three years ago by Andrew J. Chil- 
son, who has lived there ever since. 
Twenty-five years ago Homer Chilson 
bought a part of the land of his father 
and built a house in which he has lived 
since that time. 


If the article proves to be a diamond it 


was, of course, buried where found, for 
such things do not "grow" in New Eng- 
land sail. Mr. Chilson said it was found 
amongst what looked like crumbled brick, 
wbich would indicate that it may have been 
tucked away in an earthen vessel for safe 
keeping under ground. If the report from 
New York is favorable Mr. Chilson will 
consider that he is the possessor of a dia- 
mond field, for he believes that if one such 
diamond was buried there it was not 
buried alone. He says he has found near 
the spot where this discovery was made 
evidences of an excavation which was 
never made since his father bought the 
farm, nearly fifty years ago, and the soil 
for a considerable distance round about 
will be very carefully overturned and 
sifted in the spring if developments war- 
rant it. 


If it should turn out that Mr. Chilson's 


back yard was, in the far distant past, 
"salted" witb precious gems of the size 
of butternuts by some old pirate or other 
mysterious character, his children may 
yet have jewels for playthings, while "free 
silver" will be speedily relegated to the 
rear to make room for "free diamonds."

Fifth—Thou shalt not breathe impure 


air; that is, breathe only impure air. 


There seems little excuse for violation 


of this command among these Berkshire 
hills, where there is such abundance of 
this good article. But our brothers, sad 
to say, pollute much of heaven's pure air 
with their tobacco smoke. Oar houses 
»re often poorly ventilated. Our most 


highly priced conveniences, oar furnaces, 
water-closets and gas fixtures easily be- 
come so many devices for preventing the 
air, unless most intelligent watch is kept 
over them. Our homes with their modem 
appliances demand wisdom as well as love 
at the helm. Higher education for women 
did not come too sodn to meet this call 
for broad, general Intelligence in the pre- 
siding genius of the modern home.

Cannot Be Convicted—Spanish Offi- 


cers Acted Too Hastily In 


Ordering the ArrestB. 


New York, Feb. 37.—Up to this 


morning no dynamite had been found 
among the cases of guns and cart- 
ridges on the lighter Stranahan, 
which was seized while conveying sup- 
plies U> the Cuban filibuster steamer 
Bermuda in the bay here. The revenue 
cutter Chandler took out a relief crew 
of revenue men to the liecmuda this 
morning and brought back the raen 
who have had charge of her for the 
last two days. 
They also brought 


ashore a part of her machinery—the 
connecting link—so that she could not 
by any means get her propeller in 
motion and slip away with the mar- 
shals. It was rumored that the story 
of the expedition got out through the 
treachery of a tug boat owner who 
went to the Spanish, consul and sold 
the plans. 


They May Go Free. 


It is the general opinion among the 


federal authorities that there is little 
chance of convicting the five men ar- 
rested as leaders of the filibustering 
expedition. There is little evidence, 
the authorities say, upon which to base 
a conviction. Every one, of course, 
understands that the expedition was 
bound for Cuba, but despite these facts 
there is not a great deal of evidence to 
prove a violation of the section under 
which the raid was made. No rifles or 
ammunition were found on the steam- 
ship Bermuda. 
The firearms were 


captured on the lighter Stranahan 
while the boat was on its way down 
the bay. 


Official! Acted Too Hastily. 


Although the Spanish officials will 


push the charges against the captured 
men they, themselves, it is understood, 
fear that they acted too hastily in 
making tho arrests, and should have 
waited until the filibusters had em- 
barked on board the Bermuda. It is 
expected that within the next few days 
someone will call at the marshal's office 
to claim the forty tons of rifles and 
ammunition now on board the de- 
tained tugboat Strauahan. If tha per- 
son's claim appears to be a sound one, 
supported by proof that the goods 
were not intended for Cuba, the fire- 
arms will be surrendered, and they 
may be part of another expedition. 
The Bermuda was not cleared for Cu- 
ba. Her apparent destination was Ja- 
maica. The captain of the Stranahan 
declares that he did not know ihe con- 
tents of the boxes containing the ri- 
fies and ammunition, nor did he know, 
he says, what ship he was to talt'i them 
to,

WILL MAKE BO FIGHT 


BaUington Booth Not To Lead an 


American Salvation Army. 


MAY CONDUCT EVANGELICAL MEETINGS 


Resignation of Major Glen and Wire » 


Serious Blow to the Engliuli Briga- 


diers Who Support the 


Old General. 


New York, Feb. 27.—The English 


brigadiers at the Salvation Army 
headquarters are still firm in their 
support of Gen. William Booth of Eng- 
land in his removal of the former com- 
mander, Ballington Booth, from his 
position, but the rank and file ol the 
army, officered by Americans, are still 
largely in favor of their much-beloved 
commander and his wife. At the head- 
quarters of the army the situation to- 
day is not materially changed from 
that of yesterday. 
The resignation of 


Major Peter Glen and his wife is a seri- 
ous, matter for the army. Major Glen 
had been in charge of the field depart- 
ment, and was one of the most power- 
ful officers in the work. The following 
is the text of the letter sent by Major 
and Mrs. Glen to Eva Booth: "It is 
with deep regret that we are com- 
pelled, after nine and a half years' of 
faithful service as officers in the ranks 
of the Salvation Array in America, to 
herewith tender you our resignations, 
our reason being, in brief, that we be- 
lieve Commander and Mrs. Ballington 
Booth to have been dismissed from its 
ranks without a jnst cause. Believe us 
to be, dear commissioner, faithfully 
j-ours for God and right." 


May Conduct Evangelical Meetings. 
Major Glen expects to stay in the 


army for a few weeks to settle up the 
affairs of his departtklnt After that 
he does not know what ho will do. 
"Ballington Booth will not load an 
American army," was the 
answer 


major Peter Glen made to-day to ques- 
tions about Mr. Booth's intentions 
"He has received a number of invita- 
tions to conduct evangelical meetings, 
and very probably will engage in some 
such work. He and Mrs. Booth will 
certainly take a rest of several weeks 
before engaging in any work." 


Offers of Financial Aid. 


Mr. Glen also said that the published 


reports that large sums of money had 
been promised to Mr. and Mrs. Balling- 
ton Booth to carry on any work they 
might desire, were in a measure true. 
He said that a committee of prominent 
citizens had made such offers, but ,who 
they were he would not say. Commis- 
sioner Eva Booth may possibly make 
her first public appearance in America 
at the meeting in the Fourteenth street 
headquarters this afternoon. She will 
soon start on a tour of the American 
cities where the army is a powerful 
organization. Her first appearance on 
this trip will be in Newark, but the 
itinerary has not yet been fully decided 
upon. Officers of the army have little 
fear that Ballington Booth will not 
turn over the funds of the army in this 
country, which are all deposited in his 
name in various banks. He has al- 
ready signed checks for the current 
expenses of the organization. 


Deeply Deplored in England. 


London, Feb. 27.—The War Cry, the 


official journal of the Salvation army, 
publishes a statement signed by Brain- 
well Booth, chief of the staff in Lon- 
don, 
under the caption "The American 


Sorrow.'1 The statement includes the 
letter leading up to the resignation of 
Ballington Booth, commander of the 
Salvation army in the United States, 
and concludes as follows: "The resig-

THEY REFUSED TO ACCEPT ISLAMISH 


£*lve Hundred Gave Up Christianity and 


Their Lives Were Spared—Til* 


News from Asia Minor 


Again Suppressed. 


London, Feb. 27.—The Daily News 


to-day publishes a dispatch from its 
Constantinople correspondent, in which 
he says he learns from private sources 
that the Turks in Maraovan surround- 
ed the Armenian quarter of that place 
on Feb. 14 and demanded that the in- 
habitants accept Islam. About 500 of 
the Armenians consented, but 150 of 
them refused, whereupon they were 
attacked and massacred. Tho corre- 
spondent adds that for weeks past all 
news from Asia Minor has been care- 
fully suppressed, and this fact has 
caused great uneasiness in official cir- 
cles, in which it is feared that news of 
fresh massacres will hasten Russian 
occupation of the country. 


The Alleged Egyptian Commission. 


The Post says that in response to in- 


quiries made at the Turkish embassy 
here it was learned that Costaki Pasha 
had made no proposals to Lord Salis- 
bury, the British premier, and was not 
aware of the existing Egyptian com- 
mission.
